Councillors want latest approval to keep Whitehall at bay 

HOME PLANS 
FREEZE HOPE 


APPROVAL for 350 homes in Ban¬ 
bury could mark the end of major 
developments in the town, it is 
hoped. 

Outline planning permission for 
homes to be built on the land south of 
Salt Way and west of Bloxham Road 
was granted at a Cherwell District 
Council planning committee meeting 
on Thursday. 

District councillors made the decision 
on the back of the Government’s five- 
year land supply policy, which claims 
1,140 homes a year need to be built 
across the district. Town leaders now 
hope that the development will be the 
last major build in the town for a while. 

Objections to the plans, submitted 
by joint applicants Mr M Horgan and 
Barwood Strategic Land LLP, had been 
made by Banbury Town Council, Blox¬ 
ham Parish Council and four public let¬ 
ters. 

Banbury town councillor Tony Ilott 
said: “We are slightly disappointed that 
our wishes have not been upheld but I 
think that this will hopefully see the 
end of major developments in the town. 

“We have now got a local plan which 
hopefully will be adopted in a couple of 
months. 

“I think we felt we have had enough 
development going on. Hopefully that is

the end of it and we can get back with a 
solid local plan so everyone knows what 
can and can’t be built.” 

Plans had originally proposed 400 
homes for the project, later reduced to 
350, and also include associated infra¬ 
structure and public open space within 
the 18.3-hectare site. 

Out of the 350 homes, 105 will be af¬ 
fordable rent or shared ownership, and 
the site will be made up of maisonettes, 
house and bungalows. 

A new roundabout will be created 
on Bloxham Road which will offer two 
entry routes to the site, as well as an¬ 
other site on the eastern side of the 
development that includes 145 homes. 

Cherwell District Council’s lead 
member for planning Michael Gib- 
bard said: “Cherwell has been influ¬ 
enced by a number of factors stem¬ 
ming from Government. This includes 
the Oxfordshire Strategic Housing 
Market Assessment. 

“This led to modifications to our 
Submission Local Plan following the 
advice of the planning inspector and it 
was for those reasons that land to the 
west of Bloxham Road was included 
within the document. When consider¬ 


ing applications we are led by what the 
Government’s National Planning Policy 
Framework considers to be a sustain¬ 
able site and the five-year land supply 
requirements. If we ignore that advice 
and refuse, we can expect to have that 
decision overturned on appeal which is 
what we have experienced with similar 
applications in that area. 

“In 2013 Eric Pickles, Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, upheld an appeal for 145 
homes to be built on the eastern side of 
Bloxham Road and this decision has ef¬ 
fectively paved the way for other devel¬ 
opments to the south of Salt Way” 

Developers will have to contribute 
money to improve local transport, infra¬ 
structure, schools and public services.

Friend warned gang member about 
girl who was aged only 14, jury told 


A FORMER friend of a man accused of 
child sexual exploitation told a jury she 
warned him one of his alleged victims was 
only 14 and he should “leave her alone.” 

Seven Banbury men are on trial at 
Oxford Crown Court accused of sexual 
offences against underage girls in 
Banbury between 2011 and 2013. 

It is alleged eight girls were groomed and 
abused by a group known as ‘BB or B2’ 
that organised parties for under-18s to 
target their victims. 

Prosecution barrister Stuart Trimmer 
QC said the parties were also known as 
‘Fiddy events’ and the defendant who ran 
them, Ahmed Hassan-Sule, was known 
locally as ‘Fiddy’. 

The defendants are Hassan-Sule, 21, of 
Glyndebourne Gardens; Said Saleh, 20, of 
Orchard Way; Mohamed Saleh, 21, of 
Orchard Way; Takudzwa Hova, 21, of 
Broughton Road; Kagiso Manase, 26, of 


Warwick Road; Alexandru Nae, 19, of 
Broome Way; and a 17-year-old who cannot 
be named for legal reasons. 

They deny a total of 26 charges, 
including 19 counts of sexual activity with 
a child, two counts of causing or inciting a 
child to engage in sexual activity, three 
counts of rape and two of sexual assault. 

Mr Trimmer asked a female witness at 
Oxford Crown Court on Friday: “What did 
you tell [Hassan-Sule]?” 

She replied: “I said he shouldn’t be 
messaging her and he should leave her 
alone, because she was only 14.” 

It is alleged Hassan-Sule and other group 
members engaged in sexual activity with 
the girl when she was underage. 

She denied claims from Michael 
Magarian QC, barrister for Hassan-Sule, 
that she said that because she was under 
pressure from the police. 

The trial continues.

Proposal would help take 
the pressure off Horton 
General Hospital A&E

PLANS to set up an assess¬ 
ment unit at Banbury’s Hor¬ 
ton General Hospital to take 
pressure off struggling A&E 
have been welcomed. 

County health managers are 
bidding to set up an “emergency- 
multi-disciplinary unit” (EMU) 
at the hospital and the John Rad- 
cliffe Hospital, Oxford. 

It is hoped the units will help 
embattled A&E workers after 
the county’s hospital authority 
recently recorded its worst ever 
quarterly results. 

Conservative Banbury MP Sir 
Tony Baldry said: “This is an ex¬ 
tremely valuable initiative. 

“The EMUs in Abingdon and 
Witney have worked extremely 


well and in part they are seek¬ 
ing to ensure that those who 
need medical treatment but who 
do not need to go to A&E can be 
properly assessed and given ap¬ 
propriate treatment.” 

Former Banbury School head¬ 
teacher and health campaigner 
Anita Higham said: “It will be 
wonderful because you have a 
halfway house between having 
immediate support rather than 
having to go to A&E.” 

Although a district hospital 
with a range of services, she 
said the Horton “has its own job 
to do” such as with pre-booked 
consultations and operations. 

The move is one of 12 projects 
that Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil and NHS managers hope to 
spend cash on as part of money 
given under the Government’s 
“Better Care Fund”. 

The EMUs would include beds 
that are used for up to 72 hours, 
links with community services 
such as social care and nursing 
and follow-up appointments. 

Managers have also pledged to 


link the EMUs together and use 
technology such as testing de¬ 
vices in people’s homes more to 
keep them out of hospital. 

A plan sent to NHS England 
on how cash will be spent said: 
“The two existing EMUs in Ox¬ 
fordshire have a proven track re¬ 
cord of providing an alternative 
to A&E.” 

It said the service is “viewed as 
an essential service by GPs” and 
£lm-a-year running costs will 
get cash from a fall in A&E visits 
and emergency admissions. 

The success of the project 
will be measured against turna¬ 
round times in A&E, for which 
the trust scored its worst quar¬ 
terly figures since it was formed 
in 2011. 

From October to December, 
86.1 per cent of patients were 
discharged, admitted or trans¬ 
ferred within four hours of ar¬ 
rival. The target is 95 per cent. 

Managers said meeting targets 
attached to the Better Care Fund 
was not possible but they should 
still apply for cash.

A PROJECT that has supported 
disadvantaged ethnic minority 
families for the past 20 years has 
been recognised for its work. 

The Sunrise Multicultural Project, 
in Orchard Way, has been nomi¬ 
nated for the Clark Howes Lifetime 
Achievement Award in this year’s 
Oxfordshire Charity and Volunteer 
Awards. 

It is one of three organisations 
from across the county that has 
been shortlisted for its longstanding 
contribution to the community. 

Project manager Assia Bibi said: 
“It’s just fantastic that we have been 
recognised for all the hard work the 
charity is doing in the community 

“We provide these services be¬ 
cause the families have got nowhere 
else to go.” 

The project has been supporting 
young people and their families, 
mainly from Banbury, since 1995. 

A team of 14 staff, as well as eight 
volunteers, work to integrate fami¬ 
lies into the community and address 
cultural issues affecting residents. 
Mrs Bibi said it cost almost £200,000 
to support 850 people each year. 

Staff and volunteers offer women’s 
drop-in sessions, Saturday clubs for 
young people, youth groups and lan¬ 
guage classes. 

Workshops and projects often fo¬ 
cus on bullying, racism, relation¬ 
ships, employment and family life. 

Mrs Bibi said it was important to 
provide advice and guidance to fam¬ 
ilies who have come from overseas 
or do not speak English as their first 
language. 

She added: “It’s about empowering 
women and young people in the com¬ 
munity and raising aspirations.”

Retiring MP pledges to pay for coat of arms for district 



OUTGOING Banbury MP Sir 
Tony Baldry has proposed a 
coat of arms for Cherwell 
district and pledged to cover 
any costs. 

The Conservative said the 
district did not apply for a coat 
of arms after being formed in 
the 1974 reorganisation of 
councils as “identity wasn’t 
always easy”. 

He said: “I am proposing to 
petition Garter King of Arms 
to grant a Coat of Arms to 
Cherwell and I will personally 
pay for this so no cost 
whatsoever will fall to the 
council taxpayer. 

“I would hope that the Grant 
of Arms would be emblematic 


of the fact that the Cherwell 
district does now have a 
coherent identity and a 
unified sense of purpose. 

“I hope that the design put 
forward by myself and the 
heralds at the College of Arms 
will command public 
support.” 

Sir Tony, an MP since 1983, 
was speaking at a civic dinner 
given in his honour by 
Cherwell District Council at 
Banbury’s Whately Hall Hotel.

A FALKLANDS War hero be¬ 
lieved to be the final British 
soldier injured in the conflict 
was laid to rest in Banbury. 

Father-of-three Ian Morton, who 
died on New Year’s Eve, was de¬ 
scribed as an “unsung hero”The 
52-year-old was found dead in his 
home in Upper Heyford on Janu¬ 
ary 1. 

For the last six months he worked 
for security firm Wilson James at 
the Mini plant in Cowley. 

During 13 years in the Scots 
Guards, Mr Morton served in 
Northern Ireland and the Falkland 
Islands. 

On the morning of June 14,1982, 
he was hit by a grenade and shrap¬ 
nel in ferocious fighting during 
the Battle of Mount Tumbledown. 

His ex-wife Karen, daughter Can- 
dice, 30, and sons Robert, 26, and 
Ross, 21, travelled from Scotland to 
be at his funeral. 

Mr Morton was born and raised 
in Newarthill, near Motherwell in 
Scotland. 

His current wife Rebecca and 
step-daughter Sasha were also in 
attendance. 

Candice said: “I will remember 
his sense of humour and his sto¬ 
ries, they were just great. The last 


time I saw him was last year just a 
few weeks after the birth of my son 
Daniel. 

“He was supposed to come up and 
stay at new year and he did not ar¬ 
rive and I called the police. 

“He had been packing his bags to 
come when he had a heart attack and 
he just never made it.” 

Mr Morton had lived in Oxford¬ 


shire since 2005. He was medically 
discharged from the Army with the 
rank of Sergeant in 1993 as a result 
of injuries sustained at Mount Tum¬ 
bledown. 

Mr Morton trained Scots Guards 
recruits. 

His funeral cortege was led by mo¬ 
torbike riders from the All Arms 
Veterans Motorcycle Club and his 


coffin was draped in a Union flag. 
His platoon commander during the 
Falklands War - Captain Robert 
Lawrence - delivered a eulogy. 

Capt Lawrence was shot in the 
head during the Battle of Mount 
Tumbledown. 

He said: “I will remember him as a 
human being, not as a soldier, a man 
who I loved.”

PERMISSION has been 
given to continue the use 
of a former leisure centre 
site as a car park. 

Cherwell District Council’s 
planning committee has giv¬ 
en the go-ahead for the for¬ 
mer Spiceball Parks Sports 
Centre site to continue as a 
public car park. 

Since the former sports 
centre was demolished in 
2010, the council-owned land 
has been used as a public 
car park which councillors 
were given permission for 
up to five years. The decision 
made last Thursday will sim¬ 
ply extend the permission 
for the existing 92-space site. 

Cherwell’s lead member for 
estates and economy Nor¬ 
man Bolster said: “There are 
plans to develop the area so 
now we can continue to use 
the site for parking until 
then. This site forms part of 


a wider area which has re¬ 
ceived a resolution to grant 
outline permission for a 
major redevelopment incor¬ 
porating a retail foodstore, 
cinema, hotel, restaurants 
and cafes. 

“As part of a condition of 
that planning permission 
it was agreed that all subse¬ 
quent planning applications 
which will enable work to 
formally commence on site 
must be approved within 
three years. 

“However as it is unclear 
exactly when the start date 
will be within that time- 
frame it makes sense to con¬ 
tinue offering that vacant 
land as a car park.” 

The regeneration plans 
for Banbury include extend¬ 
ing Castle Quay shopping 
centre with a hotel, cinema, 
shops, bars and restaurants 
and was passed by Cherwell 
District Council’s planning 
committee in February 2014 
with further permissions 
were to be sought on detailed 
designs.

AFTER both of Marianne Tal¬ 
bot’s parents were affected by 
dementia, she volunteered for 
charity Alzheimer’s Research 
UK. 

The charity is looking for people 
across the county, which has near¬ 
ly 8,000 people with Alzheimer’s, to 
join the Headington resident. 

Ms Talbot’s father, Philip, had a 
stroke aged 80 while walking to the 
shops and was diagnosed with vas¬ 
cular dementia.

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Disability charity makes 
film on changing views

Members say attitudes 
have changed but want to 
be part of the community 

OXFORDSHIRE residents 
with disabilities made a film to 
show changes in attitudes and 
the challenges ahead. 

The filmmakers hope to show 
how attitudes have improved in 
their lifetime and the battles still 
to be fought. 

They are planning to show their 
film Speaking Up, Speaking Out 
and Speaking Easy to school chil¬ 
dren and the general public.

“We are going to use this film to 
help make school children and the 
general public more aware of what 
it is like to have a learning disabil¬ 
ity and to remind them that we are

part of the great Oxfordshire com¬ 
munity like everyone else.” 

Some recall being sent to “adult 
training centres” when they 
reached 18, where they were made 
to carry out menial work such as 
sorting screws. 

Trustee Paul Scarrott said: “We 
want to show people what we can 


do. We don’t just sit on our bums, 
we want to work, we have opinions 
worth hearing, and we run our 
own projects and charity.” 

Charity co-ordinator Bryan Mi- 
chell said the film was about get¬ 
ting disabled people’s voices into 
the mainstream. 

Mr Michell, 48, said: “Fifty or 
sixty years ago, no one gave a 
damn what they thought or their 
opinion on any issue. 


“There has been a major change, 
in that professionals for certain 
understand, respect and appreci¬ 
ate the opinions of people with 
learning disabilities.” 

He said one example of the 
change in attitudes was the fact 
a charity like My Life My Choice 
could exist. 

But he said the number of reg¬ 
istered disabled people in work - 
just six per cent - was still too low.

Extra funds axed 
for school pupils 


Change in criteria for free 
school meals may mean 
loss of pupil premium 

SCHOOLS in Oxfordshire 
are set to lose out on almost 
£450,000 in extra funding. 

Headteachers warned they 
are missing out on the Govern¬ 
ment’s pupil premium as fewer 
children have been registered as 
eligible. 

In order for the school to claim 
the £1,320 fund per pupil, par¬ 
ents on lower incomes need to 
tell the school their child meets 
the criteria for free school meals 
(FSM). 

With the introduction of uni¬ 
versal free school meals in Sep¬ 
tember last year, Cutteslowe 
Primary School headteacher Jon 
Gray said the policy had put par¬ 
ents off. 

He said: “I think the drop in 
pupils registered is definitely a 
result of the new policy 

“For our school, it is well over 
£100,000 that we get in pupil pre¬ 
mium funding. 

“If there is any impact in that 
funding, it will mean we cannot 
give help to the pupils who need 
it most.” 

Wood Farm Primary School 
headteacher David Lewin said 
pupil premium money was vital 
to ensure disadvantaged chil-

dren got the best possible educa¬ 
tion. 

He said: “Pupil premium fund¬ 
ing is used to employ additional 
teachers to teach small groups 
and keep class sizes down. 

“The free school meals policy 
has had an impact on pupil pre¬ 
mium money simply because it 
is confusing for parents. 

“They will not sign up for a 
benefit in school which they will 
get anyway.” 

Since September 2014 all pri¬ 
mary school pupils in Recep¬ 
tion, Year One and Year Two 
have received FSM. 

Children in those years get 
a free hot meal at lunchtime 
whether their parents register 
them as eligible or not. 

The school can only claim the 
pupil premium for those regis¬ 
tered. 

New figures released by Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council 
showed the number of pupils 
signed up by their parents had 
dropped by an average of 5.9 per 
cent in the past year - worth a to¬ 
tal of £448,800 to the schools. 

There has been a decrease in 
the number of pupils signed 
up for school meals in all years 
apart from Year Five, where the 
numbers remained stable.

This is despite the fact pupils 
from Year Three to Year Eleven 
still need to sign up if they want 
free school meals. 

Council bosses said they “did 
not understand” the decrease. 

At the county council’s educa¬ 
tion scrutiny committee meet¬ 
ing on Thursday, assistant to the 
director for children’s services 
John Mitchell said: “There is a 
slight fall off conformity in the 
number of people entitled to 
free school meals but that is not 
confined to infants. 

“So there is obviously some¬ 
thing going on that we do not 
understand.” 

County council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education Melinda Tilley 
said: “The policy makes me real¬ 
ly angry because it hits the most 
vulnerable people in society”

IN THE late 1970s and early 1980s, 
when the original Star Wars tril¬ 
ogy, Alien, Blade Runner and The 
Terminator peddled artificial intel¬ 
ligence as science fantasy, the real¬ 
ity of conscious machines seemed a 
distant dystopian nightmare. 

Today, with voice-activated personal 
assistants on our mobile devices, auto¬ 
mated restaurants and sophisticated 
software tracking every keystroke, a 
world controlled by computers appears 
within our sweaty grasp. 

For his bravura directorial debut, 
London-born author and screenwriter 
Alex Garland (The Beach, 28 Days Lat¬ 
er) explores mankind’s unquenchable 
desire to give birth to sophisticated au¬ 
tomata that learns from its mistakes. 

Shot largely within the confines of 
a state-of-the-art complex, which has 
enough fibre-optic cabling in the walls 
“to reach the moon and lasso it”, Ex 
Machina is a thriller that explores the 
murky moral ramifications of creat¬ 
ing a robot that could pass for human. 

Nathan (Domhnall Gleeson) is a tal¬ 
ented computer programmer at a hi- 
tech firm run by the enigmatic Caleb 
(Oscar Isaac). 

Out of the blue, Nathan wins a week¬ 
end at the CEO’s remote island retreat 
and journeys there in a helicopter. 

At the compound entrance, Nathan 
is issued with a security pass that he 
must carry at all times. 

Inside, he learns that he has been 
hand-picked by Caleb to take part in a 
ground-breaking experiment: to inter¬ 
rogate a functioning artificial intel¬ 
ligence prototype called Ava (Alicia 
Vikander). 

“If you created a conscious machine, 
that’s not the history of man, that’s the 
history of gods!” gushes Nathan. 

The programmer is dumbstruck by 
Ava’s beauty and her ability to respond 
intelligently to his questions. 

Very quickly, Nathan grows emo¬ 
tionally attached to Ava and he is dis¬ 
tressed when she warns him not to 
trust Caleb.

CakeWhat’s on 


The programmer’s emotions are fur¬ 
ther complicated when he learns that 
Ava is the latest iteration of the CEO’s 
secret work and will, by necessity, 
be scrapped to make way for a newer 
model. 

Ex Machina exerts a vice-like grip 
on our attention, anchored by riveting 
performances from the central trio. 

Gleeson exudes sufficient sweetness 
and naivete to convince us he would 
be an unsuspecting pawn in Caleb’s 
diabolical and ultimately deadly game. 

In stark contrast, Isaac bristles with 
machismo and menace as he voyeuris- 
tically documents Nathan’s burgeon¬ 
ing attraction to Ava. 

“Did you design Ava’s face based on 
my pornography profile?” Nathan 
cheekily asks his mentor. 

Vikander sets the screen ablaze with 
her deliciously ambiguous portrayal. 

Flawless visual effects blend seam¬ 
lessly with her luminous performance 
to expose Ava’s inner workings as she 
prowls her Perspex prison cell. 

Like Nathan, we’re bewitched as she 
devours knowledge and begs for help 
to avoid the scrapheap. 

There’s no chance of Garland’s film 
suffering a similarly grim fate.

Yeti changes to a 
4x4 when needed

WHEN I was in my twenties 
there was only one car I ever 
dreamed of owning - a Ma- 
tra Simca Rancho. 

With its raised roof, body- 
moulded side protectors and 
bonnet-mounted spotlights, in 
the late 1970s, when the Range 
Rover remained a mere dream 
for most, the Rancho epitomised 
motoring adventure. 

Fast forward into the 21st 
century and there is a mas¬ 
sive choice of vehicles offering 
the taste of off-road driving, 
spawned all those years ago by 
Range Rover. 

Skoda was quick to realise the 
attraction of a macho-looking 
off-roader when it first launched 
the Yeti, and the car quickly be¬ 
came a best-seller 

Conscious of the fact that 
many owners have no need or 
desire to tackle off-road motor¬ 
ing, the quiet, smooth, sharp¬ 
handling Yeti now comes in two 
distinct models. 

For folk who know they will 
never venture off the beaten 
track, there is a two-wheel-drive 
model with all the space and 
higher ride height of the off- 
roader, but none of the costlier 


electronics and mechanical com¬ 
plications. 

To help those who feel slight¬ 
ly daunted by manoeuvring a 
meaty vehicle into tight parking 
spots, Skoda offers a park-assist 
system.
